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WE  bring  to  the  readers  of  the 
C.S.M.  this  month  an  article 
written  by  John  G.  Kinnear,  Edi- 
torial Associate  of  the  Improvement 
Era.  Brother  Kinnear,  a  convert 
from  Salisbury,  Southern  Rhodesia, 
immigrated  to  America  a  few  years 
ago.  His  family  still  lives  in  Salis- 
bury, and  in  a  letter  just  received, 
Brother  Kinnear  expresses  his  great 
love  for  this  country.  His  article  on 
the  history  of  the  South  African 
Mission  appearing  in  the  March  issue 
of  the  Improvement  Era  is  out- 
standing. Old  timers  particularly, 
will  want  to  read  this  article  in  the 
Era  and  also  the  one  that  follows : 

"BRANCHES  OVER  THE  WALL" 

by  John  G.   Kinnear 

It  comes  as  a  surprise  to  many 
Latter-Day  Saints  in  America  to 
find  that  the  history  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
is  firmly  imbedded  with  the  names 
of  South  African  converts  dating 
right  back  to  1853,  only  nine  short 
years  after  the  martyrdom  of  the 
prophet  Joseph  Smith.  South  Afri- 
cans took  part  in  the  crossing  of  the 
plains,  the  upbuilding  of  Zion  in  the 
mountains  of  the  West,  and  the 
colonizing  of  the  land  south  of  the 
Great  Salt  Lake  City,  as  it  was 
known  in  those  days. 

Many  of  the  South  African  Saints 
were  already  provided  with  ex- 
periences which  fitted  them  for  the 
life  of  the  wild  west.  The  long  poke 
bonnets,  pioneer  skirts,  long  aprons, 
and  sun  tanned  skins  were  a  pre- 
requisite which  the  pioneering 
women  of  South  Africa  already  were 
equipped  with  as  they  joined  the 
Mormon  Church  and  moved  across 
the  ocean  and  began  another 
"Great  Trek"  west  to  Utah.  The 
men   too.  with  their  wide  brimmed 


bush  hats,  heavy  boots,  and  voor- 
trekker  tunics  looked  more  like  the 
Mormon  pioneer  than  the  curved 
brimmed  stetsoned,  high-heeled 
booted,  leather  tassled  jacketed  cow- 
boy so  familiar  to  the  western  novel 
readers.  Yes  indeed,  the  Mormon 
pioneer  and  the  South  African 
Voortrekker  were  alike  in  many- 
ways.  The  covered  wagons  of  both 
pioneers  were  subject  to  attack. 
The  one  by  savage  Indians  shooting 
flaming  arrows  and  riding  bareback 
on  charging  horses;  the  other  by 
yelling,  leaping  Zulus  flinging  asse- 
gais and  carrying  decorated  skin 
shields. 

In  many  of  the  western  states  of 
America  are  to  be  found  the  descen- 
dants of  the  hardy  type  of  individual 
who  gave  up  all  for  his  new  found 
faith,  leaving  everything  he  had  for 
his  testimony  of  the  truthfulness  of 
the  restored  gospel.  These  people  are 
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now  found  residing  in  Arizona,  Cali- 
fornia, Idaho,  Utah,  and  in  other 
parts  of  the  western  United  States. 
Such  a  person  as  Charles  E.  Ker- 
shaw of  Rigby,  Idaho  is  a  fine 
example. 

Brother  Kershaw  is  proud  of  his 
South  African  heritage  and  has  many 
tales  to  tell  his  children  and  grand- 
children of  the  experiences  of  his 
grandfather  who  once  lived  on  the 
"Dark  Continent." 

His  grandfather,  George  Frederick 
Kershaw,  well  known  in  the  history 
of  the  Church  in  South  Africa,  was 
born  the  son  of  Thomas  Kershaw, 
a  stationer  and  bookstore  owner  in 
London,  England.  George  attended 
Oxford  University  in  training  for  the 
ministry  in  the  religion  of  his  father. 
When  the  time  came  to  embark  on 
this  career  he  rejected  the  idea  and 
was'  sent  to  South  Africa  by  sad 
and  disappointed  parents. 

On  the  ship  he  stumbled  over  the 
valise  of  an  attractive  maid  working 
for  a  wealthy  family  and  found  that 
her  charms  were  so  overpowering 
that  he  married  the  girl  before  the 
ship  docked  at  Cape  Town.  The 
couple  settled  down  to  their  new  life 
and  George  took  up  plastering  and 
plaster  of  paris  decorating. 

One  night  he  had  a  dream  of  two 
"peculiar"  men  preaching  a  strange 
religion  and  the  very  next  dav,  while 
working  on  a  scaffolding  in  front  of 
a  building  in  the  town  in  which 
they  lived  (Port  Elizabeth),  he  saw 
two  men  on  the  sidewalk  who  were 
just  like  those  in  his  dream.  Two 
Elders  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints — and  the  first 
of  three  that  had  introduced  the 
gospel  on  the  continent  of  Africa. 
Introducing  himself  he  found  that 
the  two  men  were  Elders  Leonard 
I.  Smith  and  Jesse  Haven  (the  other 
absent  Elder  was  William  H. 
Walker). 

On  inviting  the  Mormon  Elders 
to  his  home,  one  of  the  missionaries, 
seeing  a  pot  of  cold  boiled  mutton 
which  the  hostess  had  hesitated  to 
offer,  asked  Sister  Kershaw  if  she 
could  spare  a  little  something  to  eat. 
For  three  weeks  after  arriving  in 
South  Africa  all  thev  had  eaten  was 
bread  and  molases.  The  cold  mutton 
proved  to  be  a  delicious  respite. 

The    gospel    was    taught    to    the 


Kershaws  and  George  was  finally 
baptized.     His  wile,  Eliza,  however, 

wasn't  converted  until  the  Elders 
annointed  and  healed  the  injured 
hand  of  her  baby  girl — scalded  by 
stew  spilled  from  a  pot  on  a  hot 
pot-bellied  stove. 

George  Frederick  Kershaw  and 
his  family  underwent  the  usual 
period  of  persecution.  He  was 
present  in  a  meeting  with  prominent 
ladies  and  gentlemen  when  someone 
broke  a  bottle  of  asafoitida  in  the 
room  and  broke  up  the  meeting.  He 
was,  on  one  occasion  beset  by  men 
hurling  rotten  eggs  and  turnips  at 
his  person.  He  had  the  windows  of 
his  home  broken  by  a  mob  of  thirty 
or  forty  boys  who  hurled  potatoes. 
But  his  testimony  of  the  gospel  re- 
mained unchanged. 

Though  he  converted  all  but  one 
of  the  crew  of  a  small  boat  that 
took  him  on  a  special  assignment  to 
Mauritius,  he  felt  that  this  mission 
was  a  failure.  He  baptized  seven 
souls  in  the  thirty  days  he  was  gone. 


He  witnessed  the  departure  of  the 
first  company  of  South  African 
Saints  from  Port  Elizabeth  in  their 
small  200  ton  vessel  the  Unity  on 
November  28.  1855.  Ten  years  later, 
with  the  help  of  the  immigration 
fund,  he  and  his  family  also  sailed 
for  Zion,  this  time  on  the  bargue 
Mexicana  with  a  company  of  Saints 
under  Mission  President  Miner  G. 
Atwood. 

The  voyage  to  Zion  was  a  sad  one 
for  the  Kershaw  family.  Brother 
Kershaw  developed  dysentery  on 
crossing  the  equator.  He  was  given 
white  vitrol  by  the  ship's  captain 
and  died  as  a  result.  Burying  Brother 
Kershaw  at  sea  Eliza  and  their 
family  of  three  boys  and  two  girls 
carried  on  to  America  alone  to  meet 
their  oldest  daughter,  Annie  Thomp- 
son, who  had  already  emigrated  to 
the  United  States. 

In    the    summer    of    1865,    widow 
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Kershaw  and  the  live  children, 
Joseph,  Sam,  George,  Sarah,  and 
Lydie  began  crossing  the  plains  in  a 
wagon.  Joseph,  the  oldest,  had  to 
walk  behind  gathering  buffalo  chips 
(dried  manure)  for  the  evening  fire. 
The  trail  master  would  flip  his  whip 
at  the  boy  whenever  he  was  found 
stealing  a  ride  on  the  tongue  of  the 
wagon — a  habit  frequently  indulged 
in. 

By  November  the  wagon  train,  on 
arriving  in  Wyoming,  was  snowed-in 
and  had  to  be  sent  relief  in  the  way 
of  clothes,  supplies,  and  food  by 
President  Brigham  Young.  On  their 
arrival  in  Salt  Lake  City  they  found 
the  Saints  gathered  at  the  bishop's 
storehouse  so  that  they  might  take 
the  new  arrivals  into  their  homes. 
Joseph  was  taken  to  "Pa  Critchlow's" 
home  in  Ogden.  Old  Pa  Critchlow, 
crippled  with  paralysis,  had  the  boy 
work  for  his  board  and  clothes  for 
two  years.  Joseph  stayed  another 
year  to  work  for  a  blue  saddle  mare 
which  he  sold  for  thirty-five  dollars 
(about  twelve  pounds).  He  then 
worked  for  a  brickyard  belonging 
to  John  Moses  (the  inventor  of  the 
Browning  machine  gun),  as  a  cook 
on  the  Denver  and  Rio  Grande 
railroad,  and  as  a  cook  for  the 
miners  at  Alta  near  Salt  Lake  City. 
While  working  in  the  smelting  plant 
at  Murray  he  attended  a  dance 
where  he  met  the  girl  he  married. 

After  working  for  Brigham  Young, 
cutting  hay  on  the  Liberty  Farm 
for  the  Church  President's  horses, 
he  was  called  to  go  down  south  in 
the  valley  to  colonize.  Finally  in 
1889  he  moved  to  Idaho.  Tragedy 
struck  the  Joseph  Kershaws  when 
they  lost  all  eight  children  in  a 
diphtheria  plague  which  swept  the 
State.  Five  more  children  were  born 
after  this  tragedy  of  which  two  are 
still  living  today  (Isabella  Heaps  and 
Charles  E.   Kershaw). 

Charles  E.  (Elmer)  Kershaw  is  the 
descendant  who  the  writer  has  had 
the  privilege  of  meeting.  A  man 
with  great  pride  in  his  South  African 
heritage.     Carrying  the  bible  of  his 


great-grandfather  George  Frederick, 
Brother  Elmer  visited  the  writer  in 
his  Salt  Lake  office  and  unfolded 
the  whole  story  of  his  family  tree. 
Elmer  himself  is  a  credit  to  South 
Africa.  Married  to  Josie  Mable 
Kinghorn,  and  with  three  sons  and  a 
daughter,  two  of  his  sons  presently 
on  Missions  for  the  Church,  he  feels 
a  close  association  with  the  Saints 
in  South  Africa. 

In  October  1958  Brother  Elmer 
and  his  wife  were  interviewed  by 
Elder  Delbert  L.  Stapley  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  to  fill  a 
foreign  mission  for  the  Church. 
They  found  that  they  couldn't  go 
because  his  wife  had  a  kidney  in- 
fection and  the  doctor  stated  that 
the  stone  was  still  definitely  evident. 
After  a  blessing  which  his  wife  re- 
ceived, however,  Sister  Josie's 
nephritis  was  healed  and  the  kidney 
stone  found  to  be  only  a  calcium 
deposit  in  the  artery  crossing  to  the 
spleen.  When  the  writer  last  saw 
Brother  Elmer  he  was  in  high  hopes 
of  fulfilling  his  desire  to  serve  his 
foreign  mission  with  his  wife. 


It  is  strange  the  way  "The  Lord 
moves  in  mysterious  ways  His 
wonders  to  perform."  How  wonder- 
ful the  uniting  bond  of  the  Gospel 
is  as  the  South  African  heritage 
lives  on  in  the  hearts  of  the  pioneers 
who  formed  ties  that  have  perse- 
vered through  the  years. 
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BOOK  OF  MORMON 

TO  BE  TRANSLATED 

INTO  AFRIKAANS 


JOHANN  P.  BRUMMER 

WORD  has  been  received  from 
the  First  Presidency  of  the 
Church  that  Johann  P.  Brummer, 
a  member  of  the  Ramah  Branch, 
Johannesburg,  Transvaal  District, 
has  been  chosen  to  translate  the 
Book  of  Mormon  into  the  Afri- 
kaans language.  He  has  been  set 
apart  for  this  important  assign- 
ment by  South  African  Mission 
President  Glen  G.  Fisher.  A  com- 
mittee of  members  throughout  the 
Mission  will    be    chosen    to  assist 


Brother  Brummer.  The  work  will 
begin  immediately  and  should  take 
approximately  18  months  to  com- 
plete. This  announcement  will  be 
good  news  for  the  missionaries  and 
Afrikaans  people  of  South  Africa, 
as  they  have  long  felt  the  need  of 
the  translation. 

Brother  Brummer  is  well  quali- 
fied for  this  assignment.  He  took 
first  place  in  Afrikaans  in  his 
graduating  class  in  both  high 
school  and  the  University  of  the 
Witwatersrand.  He  graduated  from 
the  University  of  the  Witwaters- 
rand with  a  B.A.  degree  in  modern 
languages:  Afrikaans,  Hollands 
(Dutch),  German  and  English.  He 
then  attended  the  Johannesburg 
College  of  Education,  where  he 
qualified  for  the  Primary  School 
and  Higher  Teachers  Diplomas. 
While  at  the  Teachers'  College  he 
gained  first  place  in  the  public 
speaking  competition,  both  in  Afri- 
kaans and  English.  At  the  present 
time  Brother  Brummer  holds  the 
position  of  lecturer  in  Afrikaans 
in  South  Africa's  largest  private 
high  school  college  and  is  acting 
director  of  studies  of  the  correspon- 
dence college. 

Brother  Brummer  has  been  an 
active  member  of  the  Church  all 
his  life  and  has  held  various  posi- 
tions in  the  branch  and  district. 
At  present  he  is  Music  Director  in 
the  Ramah  Branch.  He  is  married 
and  has  four  children.

"Yea,  I  would  declare  unto  every 
soul,  as  with  the  voice  of  thunder, 
repentance  and  the  plan  of  redemp- 
tion, that  they  should  repent  and 
come  unto  our  God  that  there  might 
not  he  more  sorrow  upon  all  the 
face  of  the  earth. 


"He  that  keepeth  his  command- 
ments receiveth  truth  and  light, 
until  he  is  glorified  in  truth  and 
knoweth  all  things. 

Man  was  also  in  the  beginning 
with  God.  Intelligence,  or  the  light 
of  truth,  was  not  created  or  made, 
neither  indeed  can  be." 

Then  the  Lord  says : 

"All  truth  is  independent  in  that 
sphere  in  which  God  has  placed  it, 


Be  Yourself 


But  behold,  I  am  a  man,  and  do 
sin  in  my  wish;  for  I  ought  to  be 
content  with  the  things  which  the 
Lord  hath  allotted  unto  me".  (Alma 
29:2-3.) 

I  believe  that  we,  as  fellow 
workers  in  the  priesthood,  might 
well  take  to  heart  the  admonition  of 
Alma  and  be  content  with  that 
which  God  has  allotted  us.  We 
might  well  be  assured  that  we  had 
something    to   do   with   our   "allot- 


ment" in  our  pre-existent  state.  This 
would  be  an  additional  reason  for 
us  to  accept  our  present  condition 
and  make  the  best  of  it.  It  is  what 
we  agreed  to  do. 

We  are  told  in  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  that 


to  act  for  itself,  as  all  intelligence 
also;  otherwise  there  is  no  exist- 
ence."    (D.  &  C.  93:28-30.) 

For  that  to  be  true,  we  had  our 
own  free  agency  in  our  pre-mortal 
existence,  and  what  ever  we  are 
today  is  likely  the  result  of  that 
which  we  willed  to  be  heretofore. 
We  unquestionably  knew  before  we 
elected  to  come  to  this  earth  the 
conditions  under  which  we  would 
here  exist,  and  live,  and  work.  So 
little  wonder  it  is  that  Alma  of  old 
said  that  we  sin  in  the  thought,  or 
in  the  desire,  or  in  the  wish  that  we 
were  someone  other  than  ourselves. 
He  said  further: 

"Now,  seeing  that  I  know  these 
things,  why  should  I  desire  more 
than  to  perform  the  work  to  which 
I  have  been  called! 

Why  should  1  desire  that  I  were 
an  angel,  that  I  could  speak  unto 
all  the  ends  of  the  earth! 

For  behold,  the  Lord  doth  grant 
unto  all  nations,  of  their  own 
nation  and  tongue,  to  teach  his 
work,   yea,   in   wisdom,   all   that  he

seeth  fit  that  they  should  have; 
therefore  we  see  that  the  Lord  doth 
counsel  in  wisdom,  according  to 
that  which  is  just  and  true. 

I  know  that  which  the  Lord  hath 
commanded  me,  and  I  glory  in  it. 
I  do  not  glory  of  myself,  but  I  glory 
in  that  which  the  Lord  hath  com- 
manded me;  yea,  and  this  is  my 
glory,  that  perhaps  I  may  be  an  in- 
strument in  the  hands  of  God  to 
bring  some  soul  to  repentance;  and 
this  is  my  joy."  (Alma  29:6-9.) 

I  have  a  conviction  deep  down  in 
my  heart  that  we  are  exactly  what 


Lord  the  allotment  which  he  has 
given  to  us  as  our  birthright,  as  our 
inheritance,  and  we  build  upon  it  as 
we  should,  that  we  will  enjoy  all 
through  our  lives  that  Comforter 
which  the  Saviour  promised  his 
disciples.

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Endure  to  the  End 


"The  race  is  not  to  the  swift  or 
the  strong  but  to  him  that  endureth 
to  the  end". 

We  as  members  of  the  true 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  have  a  race 
to  run  and  our  goal  is  to  gain  per- 
fection, and  the  Celestial  Degree  of 
Glory.  Firstly  we  should  prepare 
ourselves  for  this  race.  In  preparing 
ourselves,  the  first  thing  we  need  do 
is  have  faith  in  our  Heavenly 
Father,  that  he  will  guide  us  in  all 
that  we  do.  If  our  faith  is  not  fixed 
in  Him,  it  cannot  long  endure.  He  is 
the  great  sustaining  power  of  our 
faith. 

What  do  you  think  impels  the 
farmer  to  plant  and  cultivate  his 
crops;  the  builder  first  to  blue-print 
his  dream  then  so  painstakingly  to 
work  out  its  every  detail?  What  is 
it  that  causes  the  chemist  so 
patiently  to  work  over  the  problems 
which  he  faces?  What  inspires  the 
poet,  the  artist,  or  the  musician  to 
labour  so  long  and  hard  at  the  tech- 
niques of  his  chosen  profession? 
Or  the  mother  to  be  so  patient  and 
forgiving  with  the  waywardness  of 
her  children?  In  every  case  it  is 
faith — faith  that  the  crops  will  bear 
fruit;  that  the  building  will  come  out 
of  a  dream;  that  a  new  law  will 
come  forth  from  the  chemist's 
experiment;  a  beautiful  poem,  pic- 
ture or  melody  from  the  struggles  of 
the  poet,  the  painter  or  the 
musician;  a  noble  character  from 
the  love  of  the  mother.  This  is  the 
meaning  of  faith. 

In  Matthew  24:13  we  read,  "But 
he  that  shall  endure  unto  the  end. 
The  same  shall  be  saved."  We  are 
expected  to  be  fit  to  win  this  race 
and  one  of  the  ways  to  obtain  fit- 
ness is  by  obeying  the  Word  of  Wis- 
dom, which  is  the  health  law  God 
has  given  to  us.  Which  means  we 
should  abstain  from :  a.  tobacco,  b. 
strong  drink,  c.  tea  and  coffee,  and 
any  other  food  or  drink  that  is 
harmful  to  the  body.  If  we  succeed 
in  keeping  the  Word  of  Wisdom,  we 


will  be  able  to  endure  and  not  fall 
into  temptation.  Often  we  find  that 
temptation  is  inclined  to  draw  us 
from  the  path  on  which  we  are  run- 
ning, and  we  find  that  the  more  we 
endeavour  to  obtain  this  fitness  the 
greater  the  temptations  will  be.  In 
Matthew  26:4,  we  read,  'Watch 
and  pray  that  ye  enter  not  into 
temptation,  the  spirit  indeed  is  will- 
ing but  the  flesh  is  weak." 

This  tells  us  how  to  overcome 
temptation,  that  is  to  pray.  We 
should  pray  at  all  times,  not  only 
for  the  things  which  we  desire — but

to  thank  our  Heavenly  Father  for 
the  blessings  we  do  receive.

EDITORIAL- 

ONE  of  the  great  reliefs  in  life  is 
the  unburdening  that  comes 
with  sincere  contriteness  for  offenses, 
and  sincere  resolve  to  make  amends. 
It  is  a  restoring,  healing,  renewing 
process,  this  process  of  repentance. 
And  it  was  the  Lord  God  Himself 
who  gave  us  the  principle  of  repen- 
tance— and  expects  us  to  use  it  — 
and  knew  that  we  would  need  it. 
He  knows  our  hearts.  He  knows 
whether  our  repentance  is  sincere  or 
simply  superficial — whether  it  is 
prompted  primarily  by  passing  fear, 
or  merely  by  embarrassment,  or 
whether  it  is  real  repentance.  Paul 
made  some  remarks  about  putting 
off  the  "old  man,  which  is  corrupt 
according  to  the  deceitful  lusts" 
(Eph.  4 :  22)  and  said,  "Lie  not  one 
to  another,  seeing  that  ye  have  put 
off  the  old  man  with  his  deeds." 
(Col.  3:9;  We  can't  run  away  from 
ourselves — but  there  are  ways  by 
which  men  may  leave  "the  old  man" 
behind,  and  become  better  than  once 
they  were. 

And  there  need  not  be  hopeless- 
ness; there  need  not  be  frustration. 
People  can  repent  and  improve.  But 
they  can't  do  it  without  willingness, 
without  wanting  to,  without  changing 


habits,  without  resisting  temptation, 
without  honest  effort.  The  Lord 
God  will  help,  and  others  also.  But 
they  must  also  do  something  for 
themselves.  He  who  is  willing  and 
wants  to  and  will  work  at  it  can 
rise  and  reach  out  and  be  better. 
And  he  shouldn't  be  discouraged  by 
slow  degrees  of  success. 

Progress  is  eternal.  Perfection  is 
something  to  be  reached  for — and 
there  is  a  far  and  limitless  future, 
eternal  and  everlasting,  which  holds 
our  sincere  hope  to  all  who  are 
willing,  to  all  who  will  work,  to  all 
who  have  the  courage,  the  heart,  the 
desire,  the  deep-down  determination 
to  be  better  than  they  have  been. 
And  we  would  say  to  those  who  are 
heartsick,  to  those  who  are  dis- 
couraged, to  those  who  sorrow 
because  of  sin — to  those  of  unquiet 
conscience :  close  the  door  upon  the 
past  and  look  toward  the  future, 
toward  the  sunlight,  with  a  sincere 
resolve  to  be  better.

QUESTION: 

TN  Ezekiel  36:25  the  Lord  says: 
■■-  "Then  will  I  sprinkle  clean 
water  upon  you,  and  ye  shall  be 
clean:  from  all  your  filthiness,  and 
from  all  your  idols,  will  I  cleanse 
you." 

It  seems  that  the  Lord  condones 
baptism  by  sprinkling.  Of  course 
this  is  not  the  case,  but  will  you 
please  tell  us  what  this  scripture  re- 
fers to? 

ANSWER: 

In  answer  to  your  question  con- 
cerning Ezekiel  36 :  25,  I  will  be 
pleased  to  give  you  my  interpretation 
of  this  passage.  It  certainly  does 
not  mean  baptism  by  sprinkling  as 
the  term  sprinkle  with  water  is 
found  in  a  number  of  places  in  the 
Old  Testament  and  refers  to  purify- 
ing under  the  law  of  Moses.  There 
are  quite  a  number  of  passages  but 
I  will  make  reference  to  only  two. 
From  Numbers  19:13  we  read: 
"Because  the  water  of  separation 
was  not  sprinkled  upon  him  he  shall 
be  unclean;  his  uncleanness  is  yet 
upon  him."  And  again  we  read : 
"Thus  shall  thou  do  unto  them  to 
cleanse    them;    sprinkle    water    of 


purifying  upon  them  and  let  them 
shake  all  their  flesh  and  let  them 
wash  their  clothes  and  so  make 
themselves  clean."  (Numbers  8:7). 
In  order  to  get  a  clear  understand- 
ing of  this  performance  under  the 
law  of  Moses,  read  the  entire 
chapter  of  Numbers  19.  Paul  also 
refers  to  this  in  Hebrews  9:13. 

In  Ezekiel  36 :  25  this  verse  clearly 
refers  to  the  gathering  of  Israel  and 
if  you  will  go  on  to  chapter  37  and 
read  verses  21  to  28  you  will  find 
the  promise  that  the  Lord's  sanc- 
tuary will  be  established  in  the  Holy 
Land.  This  promise  has  not  yet 
been  fulfilled.  When  that  sanctuary 
is  built  it  will  be  a  temple  and  the 
temple  ordinances  as  we  know  them 
today  will  be  carried  out,  and  then 
the  Lord  will  sprinkle  clean  water 
upon  gathered  Israel  and  they  will 
be  cleansed  from  their  filthiness 
and  from  their  idols,  etc.  It  should 
be  clearly  understood  that  the  per- 
formances and  ordinances  practised 
under  the  Law  of  Moses  were  sym- 
bolic of  the  true  ordinances  of  the 
Gospel,  and  thus  Ezekiel  used  a 
term  well  understood  by  the  Israe- 
lites but  no  doubt  he  had  in  mind 
when  he  said  "clean  water",  that 
the  ordinance  would  be  performed 
in  a  temple  of  the  Lord. 


PURPOSE  —

The  teacher  hasn't  prepared,  the 
students  have  not  prepared  or 
neither  have  prepared.  Usually  it 
is  the  students  that  have  fallen 
down  on  their  job.  Students,  we 
cannot  expect  the  teacher  to 
supply  all  the  knowledge  needed 
to  make  us  go  home  feeling  that 
we  have  gained  something  that 
morning.     You  and  I  as  students

must  be  willing  to  put  forth  a 
little  effort  to  contribute  some- 
thing to  the  class  discussion. 

Please  refer  back  to  the  two 
questions  that  I  asked  in  the  be- 
ginning, now  is  the  time  to  seek 
wisdom  and  now  is  the  time  to 
read  those  good  books.  One  good 
book  that  would  be  well  worth  our 
looking  into  is  the  book  that  we 
are  studying  in  Sunday  School.

The  Relief  Society  is  the  oldest 
Auxiliary  organisation  of  the 
church,  and  next  to  the  Priesthood 
it  is  of  first  importance.

It  is  also  up  to  the  husband  to 
help  and  encourage  his  wife  to 
attend  all  Relief  Society  meetings. 
With  his  help  and  encouragement 
she  will  find  it  easier  to  attend. 
Some  of  us  may  think  that  we  are 
not  necessary  and  won't  be  missed, 


but  please  do  not  think  this  is 
true.  We  are  all  needed  as  it  is 
the  Lord's  work  we  are  doing,  and 
no  matter  how  small  the  part  is 
we  take  we  are  needed  for  that 
part.  We  should  not  feel  that  it 
is  our  duty  to  attend  the  meetings, 
but  rather  that  it  is  a  privilege. 
It  is  here  in  our  Theology  lessons 
that  we  learn  more  of  the  works  of 
our  Lord.  It  is  here  also  that 
we  learn  handicrafts,  home 
management  and  many  other 
useful  things.  We  may  feel  that 
we  know  all  these  things,  but 
there  we  are  wrong.  We  can 
never  learn  too  much.  We  are 
here  on  earth  to  progress  and  the 
only  means  of  progression  is 
through  learning.  We  as  Mothers 
owe  it  to  our  families  to  learn  as 
much  as  possible. 

It  is  with  humility  that  I  pray, 
that  the  sisters  will  have  the  de- 
sire to  attend  their  Relief  Society 
meetings,  and  so  receive  the  many 
blessings  promised  by  our  Saviour.
